The municipal Christmas tree lisus 
become popular; it has been called 
the most delightful innovation of the 
century. Three hundred cities from 
New York to Los Angeles are s^aid to 
have celebrated the holidays in this 
manner last year. They represent a 
fine spirit of community helpfulness

some individual or society who vol- 
unteered to start and carry through 
the plan. In Pittsburgh this was a 
Christmas tree committee of twenty- 
six members appointed by the presi- 
dent of the city council.

"biliousness." It is asserted that many) 
pellagious individuals never exhibit, 
the skin, tongue and nervous symii-| 
toms 
of 
the 
dsease, 
but remain 
throughout life victims of a mild da- 
gree of poisoning which manifests 
itself as "stomach trouble" or "hil- 
iousnpi--s." 
As early as 1S30, the earlier symp- 
toms were given by Boismont as fol- 
lows: "Loss of appetite, a dissust for 
food, a heaviness in the stomach, and 
dryness of the mouth."

Suva, Fiji Islands, Dee. 22.—A re- 
markable display of native South Ssn 
pageantry was seen in this town, the 
capital''of the British, crown colony, 
recently on the day named for raising 
funds for the South Sea 
Islanders 
wounded in the British army. 
Fijian's, Tongans, Samoans, Solo- 
mon [slanders, Chinese and Hidus, to- 
gether with whites, were in the pa- 
rade. A thousand Fijians -were dress- 
ed as in the old days of the tribal 
•wars. Each man had his face black- 
ened and he- carried a war cluta or 
other antive weapon. 
The costume 
consisted of a kilt of green and yellow 
grass intertwined with tape, the na- 
tive cloth made from bark, 
painted 
and lined by the Fijian women. 
Some 
of the men wore huge bows of tapa 
about their waists. 
The upper por- 
tion of their bodies;, however, was 
bare, and their powerful muscle* glis- 
tened in the tropical sun. 
The Solo- 
mon Islanders were garbed more viv- 
idly in glaring reds 
and 
brilliant 


blues. 
After the parade tne natives spread 
a mat upon the ground and threw up- 
on it their contributions to the fund 
—coins, yams, cocoanuts, live poul- 
try, tapa and other things. The pro- 
ceeds In all amounted to about $5,000 
cash. 
Five hundred Fijians danced to tue 
beating of a •wooden drum or lali and 
a barbaric chant. They went through 
a warlike pantomime In which clubs 
were brandished and tent were stamp- 
ed in rapid but complete unison. Then 
the pantomime came to an abrupt 
end with a wild yell. 
The. dance of the Solomon Island- 
ers was even more weird. The mu- 
sic was produced by reed instruments 
and the- musicians wore uncanny dis- 
guises, of which long shaggy hair, 
like that of the witch doctors, was a 
feature. Each dancer carried a curi- 
ous swan-like object 
painted 
with 
characters like Egyptian hieroglyph- 
ics.The Tokelau Islanders gave a spear 
dance. Two lines of men facing each 
other 
challenged 
each 
to combat 
and began a series of evolutions so 
suggestive of their actually 
thirsting 
for blood that Tokelau women rushed 
up to the actors 
and 
stopped 
the 
dance. 
The men then divested them 
selves"W their grass and tapa armor 
and, wrapping themselves 
in mats, 
sans a number o£ native songs.
